Political ProphciU*. 


NEW TOBX, Nov. 5.—The Presidential 


election is unique in being tbe first sinee 
the war in which so many doubtful State* 
are admittedly at issue between the great 
political parties. The advent of the Peo- 
ple's party into National polities con- 
stituted a great element of donbt in the 
present contest. The solid booth Demo- 
cracy and the solid West Repnblioanum 
are both menaced by the encroachments of 
tbe Populists and in every estimate an 
interrogation 
point mast mark certain 


States tbat one or tba other of the old 
parties want to mark that they have claimed 
in the past as political hetitagn. In tbe 
list may be named Alabama, Cclorado, 
Kansas, Nevada, North and South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Wyoming and Idaho. To the 
list are added the old-time doubtful States, 
New York, Indiana, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, Montana and West Virginia. 


On Tuesday night tbe American public 


will tarn anxiously to these States, each 
and all, for the Presidential contest. 
The 


Presidential College this year will consist 
of 444 members. 


The States admitted to be Democratic are 


tbe following: 
Arkansas 8, Delaware 3, 


Florida 4, Georgia 13, Kentucky 13, Louis- 
iana 8, Maryland 8, Mississippi 9, Michigan 
5, Missouri 17, North Carolina 11, South 
Carolina 9, Tennessee 12, Texas 15, Vir- 
ginia 12.

Of the fifteen doubtful States Nevada, 


with 3 eleotorial votes, is practically con- 
ceded to the People's party, tnns leaving 
only fourteen States actively in connection. 
Of these tbe Democrats mike the loudest 
ulniins of Alabama, New J. rsey and West 
Virginia, swelling their total to 174, and 
tbe Republicans express the greatest con- 
fidence 
in carrying 
Colorado, Sooth 


Dakota, Ilaho and Nebraska, which would 
swell Ueir total to 191. 
Admitting, the 


claims of the two old parties and conceding 
Nevada to Weaver, the very doubtful States 
remain as New York, Indiana, Connetiout, 
K lusas, North Dakota, Wyoming and Mon- 
tana. These States have a total of 76 votes 
and of these 76 votes the Democrats most 
gain 49 in order to win and tbe Republic- 
ans must secure thirty-t^o. 


Wcile on these figures tbe Republicans 


would appear to have the advantage, this 
presumption is not borne ont when it is 
remembered tbat the carrying of Kansas, 
North Dakota and Wyoming by the Peo- 
ple's party, would insure tbe Democrats an 
advantage by tending to render a choice in 
tbe Electoral College impossible, and thus 
throwing tbe election into the Democratic 
House of Representative*, where Cleveland 
would surely tiinmpb. 
In addition to 


electing a President and Vice President the 
people of the United States will next Tues- 
day elect 356 Congressmen, this being the 
number which, according to the reappor- 
tionment, is to compose the Fifty-third 
Congrean. 
Tte States which will elect 


Legislatures to choose Senators to take the 
p'aoe of Republican Senators retiring on 
th« 4th of March, 1893, are California, 
Connecticut, Maine, Massachusetts, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
York, North Dakota, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Vermont, Washington! Wisconsin 
and Wyoming. Those which will elect 
Legislatures to elect Senators to fill va- 
cancies caused by tbe retirement of Demo- 
cratic Senators oo the same data are Dela- 
ware, Florida, Indiana, Maryland, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, New Jersey, Tennessee, 
Virginia and West Virginia. 
Thus, upon 


tbe result of the coming election, olio de- 
pends tbe political personnel of 26 Sena- 
tors to be elected to take their seats at tbe 
same time the new President is inaugur- 
ated, sixteen of those being elected to suc- 
ca d Republican Senators, and ten being 
elected to succeed Democratic Senators.

Stephen M. White is tbe only one promi- 
nently named. The Democrats claim a 
possibility of carrying the State for Cleve- 
land and contend they will probably carry 
the Legislature witb tbe possibility tbat 
tbe People's party may eleet a sufficient 
number of members of tbe Legislature to 
give tbat party tbe balance of power. 
It 


is conceded that the People's party will 
poll between 15,000 and 20,000 votes in 
tbe State, and the Prohibition vote, it is 
thought, will be from 8,000 to 10,000. 
In San Franoiico, in addition to .a full 
municipal ticket by tbe four regular parties, 
tbe nen-partisan party has nominated a 
fall city ticket as wMl as twenty-three Can- 
didates for tbe Stite Legislature. Tbe 
party which has been designated as the 
"Old Democratic" bas placed a fall city 
ticket in tbe field, supplemented by tbe 
independent ticket witb C. 0.

J. K. Rickey, of Washington, and P. R 
Thompson, of New York, are in the city 
for the purpose of preparing the papers 
in a moat important land case that is to 
be tried before the United States land 
court, whose session will begin in Den- 
ver Oct. 15. 


The case involves a tract of land 150 


miles long and fifty miles wide in the 
Salt River valley, Arizona. 
There are 


4,750,000 acres in the claim, a large part 
of which is capable of irrigation. By 
the expenditure of $5,000,000 it is esti- 
mated by engineers that the land will 
be worth $50,000,000. The city of Phoe- 
nix is located on the grant, and the cel- 
ebrated ruins of the Casa OJrande are 
also in its boundaries. Remains of pre- 
historic irrigation ditches show that the 
land was once under high cultivation. 


The case j.-romises to attract general 


attention on account of the amount in- 
volved and the romance of its history. 
From the records which are fonnd in 
the City of Guadalajara, Mexico, it is 
shown that the land was granted in 1712 
by Eruperor Ferdinand of Spain to Don 
Miguel Perulta, a Spanibh Knight of the 
Golden Fleece and baron of Colorado. 
The knight was highly esteemed at 
court for his bravery and his distin- 
guished services in protecting Spanish 
settlements from attacks of Indians and 
native tribes of Mexico. His sole de- 
scendant is the wife of J. A. Peralta 
Rcavis, a resident of Missouri, in whose 
name the contest ia to be made. 


By the terms of the treaty of Guada- 


lupe Hindalgo and the terms of the 
Gadsden purchase all the old Mexican 
titles nre guaranteed by the United 
States government, and if the contestee 
is successful she will be paid $1.25 per 
acre for all the Lviid occupied by settlers. 
The land includes the Pina Indian 
reservation, a part of the White moun- 
tain Indian reservation, and many valu- 
able mining districts.—Denver Cor. St. 
l.oriia
